Church To Operate Stands

The Eastern States Ex¬ 
position, a jewel in the crown of 
the Greater Springfield area, 
primes the pump with a steady 
yearly input of over five million 
dollars. 

A seasonal employment 
generator for 1,000 workers, the 
Exposition in West Springfield 
also services neighboring 
communities, charitable 
organizations by making 
available facilities for their 
sales during the Big E. 

Based on a three-year-old 
survey by the West Springfield 
and Greater Springfield 
Chambers of Commerce and 
the Exposition, the Big E’s 
projected economic impact for 
1975 is approximately 
$5,300,000. 

Money spent on materials, 
equipment, capital im¬ 
provements and the Big E’s 
payroll will total a whopping 
$1,146,000. The survey, broken 
down into different categories, 
estimated that the profit of civic 
and charitable organizations 
will be approximately $80,000. 

Nine non-profit organizations 
will be operating concession 
stands at this year’s fair which 
runs Sept. 10-21. These 
organizations apply the money 
earned towards civic and 
charitable causes. 

The Feeding Hills 
Congregational Church has 
been operating a restaurant 
serving full course meals for 15 
years. Perry McCobb, chair¬ 
man of the volunteer group 
working in the restaurant, said 
in 1974 the church-sponsored 
restaurant served 13,000 din¬ 
ners. The money went towards 
helping defray the cost of 
maintaining the church, 
mission workers and a building 
fund. 

Two other civic-oriented 
groups are the Lions Clubs from 
Agawam and West Springfield. 
The money generated from the 
Agawam Lions Club chicken 
barbeque stand goes towards 
eye research, scholarships, 
local Boy Scouts outings and 
other local projects. 

The West Springfield Lions 
Club, operating out of a sand¬ 
wich and beverage building, 
also contributes to eye research 
in local and state hospitals. The 
money is also channeled into 
scholarship funds, West 
Springfield Boys and Girls 
Clubs and other areas. 

When fair time comes, some 
200 Elks volunteer to help sell 


the Big E’s Souvenir Guidebook 
and earn half the profits on the 
magazine. The money 
generated from selling the 
magazine is donated to “Handi- 
camp” in Springfield. The 
camp, attended by children 
from Western Massachusetts, is 
staffed by specially trained 
counselors and has special 
equipment so that handicapped 
children can know the joys of 
camp life. 

When the gates open for the 
12-day fair, the Exposition’s 
personnel skyrockets from a 
year round staff of 20 to 400. The 
workers will be hustling about 
the 175 acre fairground at the 
admission stands, ’ at all

buildings including the 
Coliseum and the Bandshell 
areas where popular en¬ 
tertainers perform, at the 
administration building and at 
information booths. A large 
number of maintenance people 
are hired so that clean-up is in 
constant motion 24 hours a day. 

In addition, the 

Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security sets up a 
trailer on the fairgrounds and 
streamlines workers to con¬ 
cessioners and exhibitors who 
require extra help. 

Howard E. Brent, supervisor 
of the trailer, said he expects to 
be “bombarded” with ap¬ 
plicants. According to Brent, he

continued the neglect of the 
older residential center of the 
town who have seen no sub¬ 
stantive public services or 
improvements for some fifteen 
years or more.” 

Also cited were the high 
density of the neighborhood, the 
high percentage of elderly 
residents who cannot afford 
repairs to their homes, and the 
lack of recreational facilities. 

Agawam is competing with 
Westfield, Ludlow, 
Easthampton, Southampton, 
South Hadley, and Belchertown 
for the federal monies, Boyle 
noted. 

Priority is given to com¬ 
munities which face over¬ 
crowding, lack of plumbing, 
high poverty rates, high growth 
rate or rapid population 
decline, and towns facing 
“conditions which threaten the 
health and safety,” of residents. 


In late 1974, The United States Congress adopted Community 
Development Block Grants, “for the development of viable urban 
communities . . . decent housing . . . expanding economic op¬ 
portunities for low and moderate income people.” 

In July, the program was opened to all communities locally, 
mainly for those not participating in Model Cities, and Agawam, 
along with six other towns, has applied for funds. Community 
Development Block Grants allow and disallow certain activities. 

Funds have been appoved by Congress for the next six years to 
provide some aid to towns. 

Town officials have selected North Agawam as the target area 
for the first years of funding, and can reapply the same program 
next year should this year’s $99,000 request be denied. 

The following is a list of “eligible activities” under the law, 
applicable to Agawam: 

Acquisition of slighted land for rehabilitation for conservation, 
preservation of historic sites, open space, or public w orks. 

Construction of utilities, parks, playgrounds, parking facilities, 
public safety facilities. 

‘ Code enforcement. 

Clearance, demolition, removal or rehabilitation of buildings. 

Modifying buildings for the elderly or handicapped. 

Disposition of property. 

Community programs - crime prevention, drug abuse, child 
care. 

Matching federal and state funds for public works. 

Relocation of families. 

Administration of Community Development programs. 

The following is a list of “ineligible activities.”: 

Construction of government buildings, sports arenas, 
auditoriums, school, hospitals, airports, trolley stops, and sewage 
treatment plants. 

Maintenance of utility lines. 

General government expenses. 

Political activities - voter registration and transportation. 

New housing contruction. 

Direct income payments. 

Should Agawam receive Community Development Block 
Grants, an annual audit is expected, and at any time, officials from 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development can inspect 
record books and ongoing projects. 

At least 90 percent of the funds approved must be spent 
specifically as designated in the application for funds. 

No people involved in the program can participate in political 
activities outside of voting. 

The town will also be required to submit an annual performance 
report and assess the effectiveness of the program.

Parents should clearly understand that every meal 
served in schools is subsidized to a greater or lesser degree 
by State-Federal reimbursements. Those lunches served at 
full price are subsidized as well as those served free or 
reduced. Therefore, there should be no reluctance to apply 
for either a free or reduced price meal. If your family size, 
and gross income is within the “Income Eligibility Criteria” 
for free or reduced price meals, we urge you and all eligible 
parents to fill out the application. The intent of these 
programs is to improve the nutrition of all children. 

They may do so by filling in the application forms sent 
home with a letter to parents. Additional copies are available 
at the principal’s office in each school. The information 
provided on the application will be confidential and will be 
used only for the purpose of determinining eligibility. Ap¬ 
plications may be submitted any time during the school year.
